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CONFUSED BY 

WRONG NOTION 

THAT $50,000 WATER ESTIMATE 

Unnecessary Expense Is Wrongly Char¬ 
acterized as Necessary Result of 
Municipal Ownership 

Some interesting ami almost startling 
figures wen- presented at the meeting of 
the Water Company last week by Mr. 
.John C. llhmier in a comparison of the 
interest charges under continuance of 
the present plan of operation and under 
municipal ownership of the plant. 
Owing to the lower rates at which the 
city can borrow money and to the re¬ 
leasing of money now tied up in water 
stock the ditference in interest charges 
in the course of a five-year period was 
shown to he very great. 

To arrive at a fair basis of compari¬ 
son of the expense under the two plans 
Mr. Mlumer made an assumption as to 
the amount of money necessary to he 
spent in developing more water. Nobody 
dispute^ that Sierra Madre needs an 
increased supply, and that without de¬ 
lay. There may he differences of opin¬ 
ion as to tin* amount neee»Miry to he 
developed and a- to the last means of 
getting it. But the fact remains that 
whether the water plant is operated by 
t lie company or by the city more water 
must he developed and that will cost 
real money. 

In any fair comparison of the two 
plans an assumption must he made re¬ 
garding the amount necessary to he 
spent for development and the same 
amount must be assumed to be spent 
under each plan. In drawing his coni 
parison Mr. Blunter took the amount 
of $50.(100 for this purpose, that being 
the maximum estimate of Mr. tinkle, 
the engineer employed by the company 
to advise as to the l>est methods of de¬ 
velopment. Less might suffice. If so, 
well and good. 

But the amount matters 'ittie so long 
as the same amount is assumed to he 
spent under either plan. That is exact¬ 
ly what Mr. Blunter did and liis figures 
will stand any test in showing the ratio 
bet wet n wlint the stockholder and prop¬ 
erty owner will have to pay under muni¬ 
cipal ownership and under a continu¬ 
ance of the present arrangement. 

As soon as Mr. Blnmer’s figures be¬ 
came known to a few people who seemed 
to have read them with only one eye 
open the alarm was spread abroad that 
if the city took over the water plant 
$50,000 was to lie spent unnecessarily 
and the argument was advanced that by 
retaining the present arrangement all of 
that amount, or most of it. could he 
saved to the stockholders and tax pay¬ 
ers (who are practically the same pen 
pie). The fallacy of the argument was 
so evident to all who were familiar with 
the facts that few were deceived by it. 
as shown by the small number of “nnes'’ 
which answered the roll call of stock¬ 
holders when the straw vote was taken. 

So do not he alarmed if told municipal 
ownership will mean extravagant waste 
of money. Mr. Tinkle’s $50,000 estimate 
included several different development 
projects and it may Is* that enough 
water to afford ample protection against

a dry season can he secured by carrying 
out only a part of these projects. Maybe 
only $10,000 will lie required, and maybe 
$25,000. Nothing hut actual develop¬ 
ment work will reveal just how much 
will he needed. But the fact that money 
must lie spent ought to he patent to 
every one by this time. And whatevei 
the amount, it can he raised and ex¬ 
pended more economically by the city 
than by the water company. Sierra 
'Madre i* not likely to have a hoard of 
city trustees who will not la* fully as 
amenable to public opinion in matters 
of expenditure as are directors of the 
Water Company. So there does not ap¬ 
pear to lie any reason why Sierra Madre 
should not do the logical thing and put 
the entire local water supply and dis 
jtributing system under municipal control 
which is generally admitted to he the 
only proper method of handling the 
problem for a municipality.

It is to he 
hoped that the meeting will result in 
more satisfactory work and a better 
understanding all around.

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PENNIES WHICH HIDE DOLLARS 

Again the people have been hearing 
about the inexhaustible water supply 
lying beneath the Santa Anita wash east 
of town. This has been pointed out anew 
as being a far cheaper field for develop 
lnent of an additional supply than any 
other. So it is, if first cost alone U 
counted. Every dollar spent in develop¬ 
ment work there might yield as much 
as five spent in Santa Anita Canyon. 
So why not go to work there instead of 
spending several times as much in the 
canyon to secure an equ'al amount of 
water? 

I he answer ought to be on the tip of 
everybody s tongue before the question is 
finished. In December when considering 
the advisability of voting bonds to pay 
toi the Baldwin interest in the canyon 
the people of Sierra Madre heard some 
wisdom which a good many seem to 
have forgotten in the present discussion 
of the water question. They then learn¬ 
ed something about the difference be 
tweu gravity water which flows to us 
from the canyon of its own accord, and 
pumped water against which there is 
a perpetual charge of about 10 cents 
a thousand gallons. 

All the water developed in the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon Hows through the 
distributing system by the force of 
gravity, entailing no expense save the 
upkeep of the pipe lines, etc., which L 
a Do chargeable against pumped water. 
All the water developed in the Santa 
Anita wash must be pumped uphill 
about 300 teet to the distributing reser¬ 
voir. It costs the company 10 cents 
for every 1,000 gallons pumped from it- 
present plant which is used during the 
dry season, and the consumers pav the 1 
bill. 

Iigure it out for yourself. Suppose 
$2,000 i- spent for developing a supply 
which would eo-t $10,000 if developed 
in the canyon. 1 he difference in first 
eo-t is $8,000. How long would it take 
that fixed charge of 10 emits a thousand 
gallons to eat up the difference in first 
cost of supply? And then remember 
there is no further expense for the grav¬ 
ity water, while cost of pumping will 
be a peipetual charge against the water 
secured in the wash. 

W ith the-e figures in view it ought to 
be evident that Sierra Madre needs a -.ap¬ 
ply of gravity water which will carry 
the city through seasons of ordinary 
rainfall. In addition there should be a 
pumping station available to help carry 
ever any dry year or series of dry 
years. Unless the city i- so provided 
it cannot be claimed that Sierra Madre 
has any adequate water supply and 
every foot of property i- in danger of 
serious depreciation in value on account j 
of damage from drouth. 

As we have -aid before, il i- a thank 
less job in wi t weather to warn people 
against drouth. Nevertheless that i- 
the only safe time to (ah- action 
Otherwise the property owners may fin I 
themselves on flu* way to lock the pre 
verbial stable after the proverbial hors: 
has been stolen. 

Changing the figure and going lack to 
the beginning, Sierra Madre must not 
let the pennies to be saved by develop 
ing water in the wash hide the dollars 
which will be saved by -p tiding a I It t It 
more in developing gravity water in tin 
canyon.
